“ He refu ses to admit it, bu t if 
a din p er gu est is seated o n his 
right side, he o ften fails to an ­ 
swer the gu est’s q u estio n s. 
“So I hav e u rged him to hav e 
a hearin g test. 
“Bu t he say s ev en if his hear­ 
in g were p o o r in o n e ear, so 
what! 
“Fo r he say s o n e go o d ear is 
en o u gh. Ho w can I co ax him to 
hav e his ears ex amin ed an d to 
wear a hearin g aid, if he n eeds 
it?” 
The ears, lik e o u r ey es, n eed 
to be k ep t eq u al in fu n ctio n . 
It is v ery wise to hav e o u r 
ey es balan ced, o therwise we ig­ 
n o re the p o o r ey e an d it then may 
beco me p ractically blin d. 
An d the same is ju st as tru e 
o f o u r two ears. 
When a baby has cro ssed ey es, 
it can u su ally see eq u ally well 
o u t o f bo th. 
Bu t it can ’t lo o k in two direc­ 
tio n s at o n ce, so it so o n fav o rs 
o n e ey e an d ign o res the o ther. 
The latter’s sen stitiv e retin a 
then atro p hies an d beco mes rel­ 
ativ ely blin d, ju st fro m disu se! 
Ev en if y o u r ey es are n o t 
cro ssed, bu t o n e has 20-20 v isio n 
while the o ther may be o n ly 10- 
2 0, we adv ise ey e glasses that 
will balan ce tho se two ey es, 
thereby mak in g su re the p o o r 
ey e k eep s ex ercised. 
Karen is medically wise in 
thu s u rgin g her hu sban d to hav e 
his ears tested at o n ce. 
Sin ce he seems to be p artly 
deaf already in his right ear, it 
will be ex ercised less an d less. 
So he will n o t o n ly o ffen d his 
frien ds by ign o rin g what they 
say , if they are stan din g o r seat­ 
ed o n his right side. 
Bu t he will lik ewise fin d that 
the p artial hearin g in that ear 
will declin e faster, merely be­ 
cau se o f disu se, ju st as the ig­ 
n o red ey e o f a cro ss-ey ed child 
go es blin d. 
Hearin g aids do n o t remedy all 
ty p es o f deafn ess, bu t they can 
resto re go o d hearin g to mo st o f 
the p eo p le who begin to gro w 
hard o f hearin g. 
An d the mo dern hearin g aids 
are n eat little gadgets, hardly n o ­ 
ticed by y o u r frien ds, so n ev er 
let y o u r flase mo desty in terfere 
with the resto ratio n o f n o rmal 
hearin g by a go o d hearin g aid. 
Remember, p eo p le begin to 
shu n y o u if they mu st sho u t an d 
scream to mak e y o u u n derstan d 
their talk . 
Fu rthermo re, y o u r gran dchil­ 
dren may learn the habit 
o f 
y ellin g to mak e gran dp a hear. 
This lo u dn ess o f sp eech can then 
beco me so habitu al with tho se 
y o u n gsters that they themselv es 
are shu n n ed as striden t “lo u d 
mo u ths.” 
Besides, it req u ires two ears 
fo r u s to beco me ex p ert at lo ­ 
calizin g the so u rce o f so u n ds, 
su ch as train whistles. 
A p erso n with o n ly o n e go o d 
ear can thu s be an ex tra hazard 
o n the au to mo bile highway s. 
Sin ce o lder fo lk s o ften beco me 
v ery stin gy abo u t sp en din g mo n ­ 
ey o n themselv es, tho u gh still 
gen ero u s 
with 
their families, 
y o u children sho u ld bu n dle y o u r 
p aren ts an d gran dp aren ts in to 
y o u r car so y o u can tak e them 
do wn fo r bo th an ey e an d an ear 
test. 
Bu y them n ew glasses an d a 
hearin g aid as su p erb birthday 
gifts!

Ed u cation is a 
big bu siness and I know of few 
if any bu siness places that hav e 
not been renov ated in the last 
50 y ears that can keep u p with 
tod ay ’s d emand s. 


Scientific knowled ge has d ou ­ 
bled in the last eight y ears and 
will d ou ble again m less time. 
This req u ires carefu l selection 
of su bject m atter, u pd ating of 
teaching method s so that the 
stu d ent can achiev e more fu lly , 
and facilities for implementing 
the u pd ated cou rses. Sev eral of 
u s teachers and ad m inistrators! 
hav e attend ed area, state, and

eq u ipped for learning science by 
the d iscov ery approach. Learn­ 
ing is an act of the learner. It 
inv olv es 
ex periencing 
on 
the 
part of the learner. Ou r job is 
to set the stage by prov id ing for 
those ex periences which will en­ 
hance the learning process. This 
req u ires a u nified approach that 
cou ld best be prov id ed in a ju n­ 
ior high school, not by merely 
ad d ing science labs on to a nu m ­ 
ber of d ifferent grad e schools. 


Likewise, mu ch can and mu st 
be d one in grad es 10-11-12. Pro­ 
per facilities are long past d u e 
for biology and general science. 
The general science cou rse has

starting nex t school term will be

introd u ctory 
lab science. BSCS biology with 
the 
d iscov ery 
approach 
was 
started three y ears ago bu t its 
potential can nev er be realized 
with ou r present 
facilities 
ami 
sched u ling. 
The 
teaching 
of 
these two sciences plu s ehemis- 
tr: and phy sics cou ld be greatly 
enhanced by a new senior high 
school planned for tod ay s and 
tomorrow 's ed u cation need s. R a­ 
ther than meeting 55 minu tes 
each d ay with 30 stu d ents per 
class, the time sched u le cou ld be 
v aried so as to allow d ifferent 
lengths of time and d ifferent 
size grou ps for d ifferent learn­ 
ing activ ities. Instead of a teach­ 
er giv ing the same lectu re-pre- 
sentation fou r or fiv e times in 
one d ay to grou ps of 30 stu d ents, 
he cou ld giv e it once to a large 
grou p and hav e more time to!

This allev iates the 
space problem in all the grad e 
schools at the same time it pro­ 
v id es for the u pd ated ed u cation 
in grad es sev en throu gh twelv e 
that ad d -on bu ild ings can not 
prov id e. The longer we wait the 
longer we are short changing 
ou r y ou ng people.

Voters Rebel at 
Any Tax Hike

WASHINGTON (NEA) - There 
seems no v isible fou nd ation for 
the argu ment mad e by Minnesota 
Sen. Eu gene McCarthy and some 
others that Congress hangs back 
on the Presid ent’s tax bill be­ 
cau se it fears U.S. citizens d o 
not want to pay for a war they 
d o not like. 


This reporter tapped a nu mber 
of 
congressional 
sou rces 
and 
fou nd many of them scoffing at 
the id ea. They simply d o not be­ 
liev e that d iscontent 
ov er 
the 
Vietnam war. whatev er its tru e 
measu re, is play ing any kind of 
key role in lawmakers’ relu c­ 
tance to giv e the Presid ent the 
10 per cent income tax su rcharge 
he wants. 
Probing into Ly nd on Johnson’s 
d ifficu lties on this score need s to 
be persistent, since there is no 
latter-d ay preced ent for the sit­ 
u ation he find s himself in. 
Thou gh there w’as, of cou rse, no 
attempt to pu t the financing of 
whopping World War II costs on 
a pay -as-y ou -go basis, the late 
Presid ent Roosev elt 
engineered 
massiv e tax increases to shou ld er 
part of the load . 
Former Presid ent Harry Tru ­ 
man. while steering the cou ntry 
throu gh the three-y ear Korean 
war, jammed two major tax in­ 
creases past the Congress back- 
to-back in 1950 and 1951 and had 
an ou tsid e chance of getting a 
third boost in 1952. The first lift­ 
ed fed eral rev enu es by $8.8 bil- 
r 
lion. tHe second $5.7 billion. 
The Vietnam war, as a major 
U.S. military enterprise, is tod ay 
almost ex actly as long as the Ko­ 
rean conflict. Yet in those three 
y ears the Presid ent has won no 
tax hikes and has only the slim­ 
mest prospect of getting one in 
this costlier-than-ev er fou rth y ear 
of war. 
If no increase is v oted in 1968, 
then it is plain the nation is in 
for the worst u nbalancing of the 
bu d get since World War II, when 
for fiv e straight y ears fed eral 
d eficits ranged from $20 billion to 
$57 billion. 
With a smaller popu lation and 
a mu ch smaller total prod u ct, it 
was d eemed then that any tax 
program which came ev en close 
to balancing the steep wartime 
bu d gets wou ld be cru shing. 
The same argu ments cannot be 
ad v anced now. If Tinman cou ld 
slap on new lev ies to help pay 
for the war and check inflation.

them. She shou ld impress on them 
morning, noon and night that they 
shou ld not accept rid es or gifts 
from strangers. Teach them the 
old prov erb: When someone tries 
to giv e y ou something for noth­ 
ing. call the police. 
A nonprofit organization, Patch 
the Pony , Inc. (P.O. Box 2156, 
Florence, Ala. 35630) has an ap­ 
pealing kit consisting of a bu tton 
and an illu strated brochu re that 
brings this lesson to child ren in 
kind ergarten 
a n d 
elementary 
school in a pleasant bu t forcefu l 
way . Althou gh ind iv id u al kits are 
av ailable for 25 cents, many Par- 
ent-Teachers 
Associations 
hav e 
fou nd it worth-while to su pply 
kits for the whole school. 
Q—Ou r 10-month-old 
son 
is 
growing normally bu t has an en­ 
larged , protru d ing tongu e. He also 
has a v ery large thy mu s. Is there 
any connection? 
A—In most 
children with an 
enlarged or ov ergrown tongu e the 
other stru ctu res 
of the 
mou th 
catch u p with it and the problem 
d isappears. If the cond ition per­ 
sists u ntil he is 18 or 20 months 


old , it may hav e to be corrected 
su rgically . There is alway s the 
d anger that the enlarged tongu e 
will pu sh the teeth ou t of line. 
A large thy mu s in infants and 
child ren is normal and is not re­ 
lated to the enlargement of the 
tongu e. No treatment is req u ired . 
Q — My son, 10, is 
slow 
in 
school and d oesn’t like to go. A 
psy chiatrist mad e tests and said 
he is ju st lazy . What d o y ou ad ­ 
v ise? 
A—Poor school 
performance in 
a child with a normal IQ is 
u su ally d u e to some phy sical or 
emotional d isord er. You shou ld 
make su re his hearing and v ision 
are normal. An electroencephalo­ 
gram or brain wav e test shou ld 
be mad e to ru le ou t a mild epi­ 
lepsy . 
Some child ren, once they hav e 
fallen behind , get d iscou raged and 
feel hopelessly lost in school. They 
need special tu toring in one or 
more su bjects to bring them u p to 
the class av erage. Some child ren 
d o so poorly becau se they aren’t 
getting enou gh sleep or are not 
getting the proper nou rishment. If 
y ou r d octor can pinpoint the cau se 
of y ou r son’s d ifficu lty , he shou ld 
be able to help y ou correct it.
